Election/Restrictions

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 19-23 and 26, drawn to a labeling substance. 

Group II, claim(s) 24-25 and 27, drawn to a method for labeling a probe 
substance. 

Group III, claim(s) 28 and 32-33, drawn to a method for capturing the biological 
substance. 

Group IV, claim(s) 29 and 34-35, drawn to a method for structurally analyzing 
and/or identifying the biological substance. 

Group V, claim(s) 30-31 , drawn to a method for recovering an intracellular 
biological substance. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reason. The technical feature 
linking Groups l-V is the labeling substance claimed in Group I. This substance, 
however, is taught by WO 00/1 1208 to Abersold et al. This reference describes a 
compound labeled A-L-PRG, in which A is an affinity label, L is a linker and PRG is a 
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protein reactive group See page 5. Accordingly, tine teclinical feature is not a special 
technical feature over the prior art. Unity of invention between Groups l-V is therefore 
lacking.
